The lepidosiren is half flhh and half 
op tile, but this peculiarity is not his 
nly claim to distinction. He ban many 
tnmgo habits. Hitherto naturalists 


e been divided in opinion ns to its 


laKsiflcation, eome calling it a fish, 
there a reptile, and others a combiua- 
ion of the two. 
It has legs and lungs and can live out 
f water, but its h«ad Is distinctly that 
'f a fish. In the construction of its tail 
t shows some resemblance to a newt. 
'he lepidosiren is sometimes inelegant- 
y called the mudfish. 


It li\es in shallow waters, which are 


'omplrlcly dried up by the sun during 
. long period of the year. The muddy 
leds are baked into a hard and stony 
[coring and these animals would soon 
M'roine extinct if they did not possewn 
unusual means of defense ngiunbt this 
iniiuii! infliction. 


When the hot season bos set in and 


hi water has greatly lessened, the 
epidosiren wriggles its way deeply into 
lie mud. Its eyes are so constructed 
lint the wet soil cniinot injure them 
ind the external nostrils are two shul- 
ow blind sacs. 


After it has reached a comfort able 


li-ptb it curia itself around with its mil 
wrapped partly ove.r its hoax! and in 
that position Rwaits the arrival of the 
•niny season. 
It has a very flexible 


spino, enabling it to curl itself 
up 


thoroughly. 


While it is curled up it secretes u 
rge amount of a shiny substance, 


which makes the walls of its cell very 
niootli and aids in binding the mud to- 
gether. It lies hi n torpid condition and 
,s evidently able to li\e\\ ithout air. 


When the rains fall the moisture pen- 


etrates rapidly through the fissures of 
the earth, cracked in all directions l>,\ 
the constant heut, reaches the coll of thf 
lepidosireu, dissolves HH wall mill re- 
SUHTS the inhabitant to life, liberty nnd 
the puisuit of happiness in the water. 


The cell of the Icpidosiren is techni- 


cally called a cocoon. Until thoroughly 
waked hi water its wall is \er.v hard. 
Fhe muc.us substance lining it forms a 
sort of skin.
